—FTC antitru st lawy ers were 
digging in for a fight to p u rsu e a two- 
y ear-old lawsu it against the nation’s 
eight b iggest oil comp anies. An ad­ 
ministrativ e law ju dge has recom­ 
mended the FTC consider drop p ing the 
antitru st action.

TOKYO (AP) — The Chinese at­ 
tacked Secretary of State Henry A. 
K issinger’s Sov iet p olicy p u b licly 
du ring his v isit to Peking p artly to 
encou rage forces in the United States 
op p osed to detente, a senior American 
official said today . 
The official also said the Chinese 
concern 
ov er 
Sov iet-American 
relations reflects a need of the cu rrent 
leaders in Peking to cement their 
p osition b y acting firmly toward b oth 
Moscow and Washington. 
The official b riefed newsmen on 
Kissinger’s p lane as the secretary flew 
to Jap an after a fiv e-day stay in the 
Chinese cap ital. Kissinger goes on to 
Washington Friday after telling 
Jap anese officials ab ou t his talks with 
the Chinese. 
The official insisted that Kissinger’s 
talks with Chairman Mao Tse-tu ng and 
Dep u ty Premier Teng Hsiao-p ing were 
satisfactory and achiev ed 
nothing 
more nor less than was originally 
ex p ected. 
He said the Chinese concern ov er 
detente 
is well known and that 
Peking’s leaders said nothing to 
Kissinger this time that they hadn’t 
said du ring his p rev iou s sev en trip s to 
China. 
Stressing that the Chinese and U.S, 
gov ernments hav e enou gh in common 
to maintain a relationship , the official 
gav e this ou tline of the Chinese atti­ 
tu de: 
—The Chinese feel they hav e reason 
to fear an attack from the Sov iet 
Union. 
—Detente is a danger to China 
b ecau se it may weaken American 
resolv e to resist Sov iet ex p ansionism 
and thu s giv e Moscow room to work 
against Peking. 
—The Chinese also feel that Viet­ 
nam, Watergate and other p rob lems of 
the U.S. gov ernment hav e weakened 
the United States and its ab ility to 
m aintain a strong international 
commitment. 
The official said the Chinese hav e 
decided, therefore, to criticize detente 
p u b licly in order to b olster anti-Sov iet 
elements in Congress. Kissinger is not 
p articu larly b othered b y this attemp t 
to interfere in American p olitics, the 
official continu ed, b ecau se it cannot 
disru p t American p olicy . 
The secretary of state rep ortedly 
told the Chinese that while his and 
their tactics toward the Sov iet Union 
differ, their b asic p ercep tions do not: 
b oth are determined to resist Sov iet 
ex p ansionism. 
Before his dep artu re from Peking, 
Kissinger told rep orters that the 
p rep arations for President Ford’s trip 
to China nex t month, one of the chief 
p u rp oses of his trip , “are p roceeding 
well.” 
The senior official said more ex ­ 
changes are needed and that the an­ 
nou ncement of the dates of Ford’s v isit 
will b e made in the nex t few weeks. 


—By v otes of 50 to 40 and 53 to 39, the

Meanwhile, Administrative Law 
Judge Alvin L. Berman said the 
energy crisis, which he called “one of 
the most crucial issues this nation has 
ever faced,” had arisen since the filing 
in 1973 of the FTC’s antitrust suit and 
the FTC ought to take another look at 
the matter. 
But sources within the commission 
said there was substantial opposition 
within the Bureau of Competition 
against Berman’s recommendation as 
well as outrage over the fact that 
copies of the judge’s recommendations 
were circulated within the petroleum 
industry before an official copy 
reached the FTC. 
The FTC suit accused Exxon, Gulf, 
Shell, Texaco, Mobil, Atlantic Rich­ 
field, Standard Oil of California and 
Standard Oil of Indiana of jacking up 
consumer prices and company profits. 
The suit said the 
companies 
monopolize the flow of oil from well to 
gas pump, giving them power to shut 
off supplies to independent stations. 
In the suit, the FTC asked that the oil 
companies be required to turn 40 to 60 
per cent of their refining capacity over 
to IO to 13 newly created firms.

Landowners can chose from 24 
species of trees including hardwoods, 
conifels, and windbread stock grown 
at Ohio’s state nursuries at Zanesville, 
M arietta, 
and 
Green 
Springs. 
However, the trees cannot be used on 
residential lots, for Christmas trees, or 
for ornamental purposes. 
The minimum order is 500 seedlings 
in 250-plant bundles except for wind­ 
break planting stock, which has a 
minimum order of 50 plants 
in 
multiples of IO seedlings. 
Cost per 1,000 seedlings is $20 if the 
order is picked-up at a state nursery, 
$24 for state truck delivery to a central 
point in Pickaway County or $28 for 
parcel post delivery to the landowner’s 
house. 
Windbreak stock is 12 cents if 
picked-up at a state tree nursery, 15 
cents for state truck delivery and 17 
cents for parcel post delivery. 


In addition, black walnut seed nuts 
are available for $11 a bushel will call, 
$14 for state truck delivery and $16 for 
parcel post shipment. 
Varieties available at the Green 
Springs Nursery include black alder, 
wnite asn, cottonwood, DiacK locust, 
silver maple, red oak, white ash, 
sycam ore, black walnut, hybrid 
poplar cuttings, buckeye, and but­ 
ternut. 
At the Marietta Nursery, Ohioans 
can get rose acacia, sweet gum, sugar 
maple, red maple, autumn olive, tulip 
tree, hybrid poplar cuttings, hemlock, 
red pine, Austrain pine, shortleaf pine, 
Virginia pine, white pine, Norway 
spruce, and arborvitae. 
Varieties at the Zanesville Nursery 
are black alder, tulip tree, Austrian 
pine, pitch pine, red pine, white pine, 
Norway spruce, autumn olive, black 
locust, sugar maple, and hybrid poplar 
cuttings. 
The hardwoods are all one year 
stock, the conifers are two year stock 
and the wind break planting are three- 
year transplants.

Preserves for the purpose of growing 
seedlings and transplant stock suitable 
for planting in areas that will become 
future forests. 
Sales over the past IO years average 
about 14 million seedlings. 
The Green Springs Nursery has been 
in operation for 27 years from its 120 
acre-location in Sandusky County, one 
mile west of the village of Green 
Springs. 
Of the land, about 13 acres are used 
annually for seedling production and 
29 acres are still under lease to the 
Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center. 
The seedling production at this 
nursery is entirely hardwoods because 
of the alkaline nature of the soil. The 
hardwoods furnish a large portion of 
the trees used in the revegetation of 
strip mine soil banks in Ohio. 
The nursery produces from 2.7 to 6 
million seedlings each year. 
The 90.5 acre Marietta Nursery is 
located in Washington County, about 
five miles southeast of Marietta on 
State Route 7 and 50. 
About three-quarters of the seedling 
production at Marietta is devoted to 
coniferous stock. Annual production is 
4 to 6 million seedlings. 
Besides planting and cultivating the 
seedlings, workers at Marietta cut lath 
and lumber for use at the three state 
nurseries and make “ Birth-Of-A- 
Tree” kits for about 4,000 elementary 
schools in the state. 
Zanesville Nursery, which was 
deeded to Ohio in 1954 by the federal 
government, consists of more than 200 
acres located in Muskingham County, 
six miles north of Zanesville on Route 
666. 
About half of its annual production of 
4 to 6 million seedlings is devoted to 
coniferous stock. 
The nursery is unique in that it 
operates the only forest tree seed 
extractory in the state. All seedlings 
planted in state nurseries and forests 
are collected and stored there. 
Persons wishing to order seedlings 
should not wait until 1976, as trees are 
allocated on a first-come, first-served 
basis. State truck delivery to counties 
is completed in the spring, while pick­ 
up and parcel post may be completed 
in both the fall and spring.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Although 
the Senate voted to remove federal 
price controls from natural gas, the 
plan appears headed for the back- 
bumer in the House. 


The bill, passed by the Senate 58 to 32 
Wednesday, would mean higher prices 
for natural gas, despite amendments 
aimed at softening and delaying the 
impact on homeowners. The ad­ 
ministration backs the bill. 
In addition to phasing out price 
controls over a 10-to 12-year period, the 
bill includes emergency provisions

WASHINGTON (AP) - Antitrust 
lawyers at the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission say the government lacks 
reliable information about who con­ 
trols the nation’s energy resources.

Red Chinese 
Talked Tough 
To K issinger 


TOKYO (AP) — The Chinese at­ 
tacked Secretary of State Henry A. 
K issinger’s Soviet policy publicly 
during his visit to Peking partly to 
encourage forces in the United States 
opposed to detente, a senior American 
official said today. 
The official also said the Chinese 
concern 
over 
Soviet-American 
relations reflects a need of the current 
leaders in Peking to cement their 
position by acting firmly toward both 
Moscow and Washington. 
The official briefed newsmen on 
Kissinger’s plane as the secretary flew 
to Japan after a five-day stay in the 
Chinese capital. Kissinger goes on to 
Washington Friday after telling 
Japanese officials about his talks with 
the Chinese. 
The official insisted that Kissinger’s 
talks with Chairman Mao Tse-tung and 
Deputy Premier Teng Hsiao-ping were 
satisfactory and achieved nothing 
more nor less than was originally 
expected. 
He said the Chinese concern over 
detente 
is well known and that 
Peking’s leaders said nothing to 
Kissinger this time that they hadn’t 
said during his previous seven trips to 
China. 
Stressing that the Chinese and U.S, 
governments have enough in common 
to maintain a relationship, the official 
gave this outline of the Chinese atti­ 
tude: 
—The Chinese feel they have reason 
to fear an attack from the Soviet 
Union. 
—Detente is a danger to China 
because it may weaken American 
resolve to resist Soviet expansionism 
and thus give Moscow room to work 
against Peking. 
—The Chinese also feel that Viet­ 
nam, Watergate and other problems of 
the U.S. government have weakened 
the United States and its ability to 
m aintain a strong international 
commitment. 
The official said the Chinese have 
decided, therefore, to criticize detente 
publicly in order to bolster anti-Soviet 
elements in Congress. Kissinger is not 
particularly bothered by this attempt 
to interfere in American politics, the 
official continued, because it cannot 
disrupt American policy. 
The secretary of state reportedly 
told the Chinese that while his and 
their tactics toward the Soviet Union 
differ, their basic perceptions do not: 
both are determined to resist Soviet 
expansionism. 
Before his departure from Peking, 
Kissinger told reporters that the 
preparations for President Ford’s trip 
to China next month, one of the chief 
purposes of his trip, “are proceeding 
well.” 
The senior official said more ex­ 
changes are needed and that the an­ 
nouncement of the dates of Ford’s visit 
will be made in the next few weeks. 


That amendment has the effect of 
delaying for several years the price 
increases that otherwise would result 
if “old” gas were freed from controls 
as current sales contracts expire.

—In a parallel action, industry and 
government witnesses before a Senate 
subcommittee said legislation to bar 
oil companies from developing other 
energy sources was unnecessary and 
potentially harmful. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Thomas E. Kauper, 
head of the Justice Department’s 
antitrust division, told the Senate 
antitrust subcommittee that “ the 
factual basis for legislation to cate­ 
gorically prohibit cross-ownership of 
energy sources has yet to be demon­ 
strated.” 
Kauper said such legislation might 
force oil companies to abandon 
research on coal liquefaction and 
gasification and “such a result may 
well be contrary to the public in­ 
terest.” 
Oil firms control an estimated 35 per 
cent of the nation’s known coal

The board of directors of Berger 
Hospital discussed the completion of 
the new ancillary addition Wednesday 
night. Hospital administrator Charles 
Rideout noted that the December 
completion date was looking good and 
perhaps those services to be housed in 
the new addition could be moved there 
even sooner than the original projected 
date. 
Approval was given for payment of 
the following construction bills: State 
Electric, $18,500; 
Steward Con­ 
struction, $105,293; 
Sauer Inc., 
$1,891.50. With the payment of these 
invoices totaling $125,684.50, 80 per 
cent of the construction costs have 
been paid. 
Rideout advised the board that the 
equipment for the new wing has been 
ordered totaling $72,000. 
Mary Lundberg, representing the 
General Guild, was present at the 
meeting and reported the group had 
met and voted to spend $22,000 on the 
emergency room in the new ancillary 
wing. 
Most of the meeting time was spent 
discussing the proposed budget for 
1976. The budget, which totals $602,000 
more than last year’s budget, was 
approved by the board. Rideout noted 
that the 32 per cent increase over last 
year’s projected expenditures related 
to increased costs of operating the new 
building. He pointed out that the board 
would see increases in the salaries and 
fringe benefits of the employes, 
operation of the emergency room, 
supplies and utilities, interests, and 
leasing the x-ray 
equipment.

candidates for federal office to file 
their initial finance reports with the 
commission. 
The vote dooms the regulation, as 
either house of Congress may veto a 
commission proposal. 
Last month the Senate rejected a 
proposed regulation that would have 
required members of Congress to 
count certain office funds against 
campaign spending limits. 
In both instances, congressional 
critics maintained that the FEC had 
overstepped its bounds and was trying 
to impose stiffer controls on federal 
elections than Congress had intended. 
In W ednesday’s action, House 
leaders of both parties denounced the 
commission’s regulation. They argued 
that the House clerk and Senate secre­ 
tary should continue receiving original 
spending and contribution reports of 
congressional candidates and not give 
up this right to the election commis­ 
sion. 
The 
proposed rule would 
have 
required the FEC to furnish microfilm 
copies of the campaign documents to 
the respective congressional officers. 


But opponents said such a measure 
would erode the power of Congress to 
keep originals of its own member’s 
documents. 
D em ocratic L eader Thomas P. 
O’Neill of Massachusetts and House 
Administration Committee Chairman 
Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, suggested that 
the proposed regulation violated feder­ 
al election law. 
“ I don’t think the Federal Election 
Commission has any right whatsoever 
to pass regulations that break the laws 
of this Congress,” O’Neill said in a 
floor speech. 
Election Commission Chairm an 
Thomas Curtis issued a statement 
denying that the regulation violated 
either the letter or spirit of the 1974 
federal campaign financing law which 
the commission was established to 
enforce. 
He said the House vote could un­ 
dermine the attem pt to have one 
centralized location where finance 
records can be promptly made public 
and audited. 
“The commission is disappointed,” 
he said.

Fuels O hio 
Uncertainty 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
greatest uncertainty facing the Oliio 
economy the next six months is the 
effect of inflation, the BancOhio Corp. 
said Wednesday. 
The 
Colum bus-based 
holding 
company said inflation surges could 
abort Ohio’s economic recovery by 
eroding recent improvements in real 
take-home pay. 


It expects prices to rise at an annual 
rate ranging from six to seven per cent 
for the remainder of 1975 with a higher 
increase in 1976. 
“ Personal income in current dollars, 
however, is expected to rise at a 
slightly higher rate in 1975 and 1976 
than was recorded in 1974, ” the firm 
said in a report prepared by a sub­ 
sidiary, Midwest Econometrics. 


Ohio was hit harder than the United 
States generally by the recession, 
which it called the worst since the 
1930s. It said a lag in primary metals, 
electricial equipm ent and tra n s­ 
portation industries has hurt Ohio 
employment. 
It predicted Ohio would benefit from 
an increase in the demand of capital 
goods such as machine tools and 
metalworking equipment in 1976. 


“At the present time, however, 
production levels are still low com­ 
pared to what they were in 1974, and 
are unlikely to show any significiant 
improvement in the remaining months 
of 1975,” the report said.

NEW YORK (AP) - A 20-y ear-o ld 
p lan fo r redistrib u tin g the n atio n ’s 
wealth has su dden ly cau ght the fan cy

It’s called ESOP — Emp lo y e Sto ck 
Own ership Plan . It allo ws emp lo y es to 
acq u ire free sto ck in the co mp an y they 
wo rk fo r, while their emp lo y ers can 
u se it to b o rro w mo n ey at greatly 
redu ced co st. 
Altho u gh Lo u is Kelso , a 
San 
Fran cisco lawy er an d eco n o mic 
theo rist, has b een adv o catin g ESOPs 
fo r y ears, they were giv en o n ly scan t 
n o tice u n til Co n gress recen tly adju sted 
the tax laws to make them mo re at­ 
tractiv e. 
“It has cau ght o n to su ch a degree 
that the q u eries hav e so rt o f in u n dated 
this o ffice,” said Way n e Thev en o t, 
ex ecu tiv e assistan t to Sen . Ru ssell B. 
Lo n g, D-La. Lo n g b ecame in trigu ed 
with ESOPs after meetin g Kelso an d 
b egan 
p ro mo tin g 
them 
with 
legislatio n . 
The su rge o f in terest has b een ac­ 
co mp an ied b y criticism, ho wev er. 
So me fin an cial ex p erts warn o f hidden 
co sts an d say ESOPs are n o t ideally 
su ited fo r all co mp an ies. 
Here’s ho w an ESOP wo rks: 
A co mp an y fo rms an ESOP tru st, a 
legal set-u p u n der which a p erso n 
takes care o f p ro p erty fo r o thers, in 
this case the emp lo y es. The co mp an y 
giv es shares o f its sto ck to the tru st, 
which then allo cates them amo n g the 
emp lo y es acco rdin g to the amo u n t o f 
their wages. 
Co n trib u tio n s to the ESOP are tax - 


dedu ctib le. Un der a recen t tax law 
amen dmen t, co mp an ies can in crease 
the amo u n t o f tax credit they receiv e 
fo r in v estmen t ex p en se, if the in crease 
go es to the ESOP. 
“An y b o dy lo o kin g fo r an in v estmen t 
tax credit had to fin d o u t what it was 
all ab o u t,” Thev en o t said. 
A v ariatio n o n the b asic mo del, an d 
the p u rp o se Kelso en v isio n ed fo r 
ESOPs, wo rks this way : 
The ESOP tru st b o rro ws mo n ey 
fro m a b an k an d u ses it to b u y sto ck in 
the co mp an y . The co mp an y u ses the 
mo n ey to ex p an d its o p eratio n s o r co v ­ 
er cu rren t ex p en ses, an d p erio dically 
p ay s in stallmen t o n the amo u n t it 
receiv ed to the tru st. The tru st u ses 
tho se p ay men ts to p ay b ack its lo an . 
The b an k gets in terest o n the lo an , 
the emp lo y es get sto ck witho u t charge, 
an d the co mp an y gets mo n ey to ex ­ 
p an d. Essen tially , the co mp an y has 
b o rro wed mo n ey fro m the b an k, b u t it 
p assed thro u gh the tru st first. 
The differen ce is this: a co mp an y 
rep ay s co n v en tio n al b an k lo an s fro m 
after-tax do llars — mean in g a co m­ 
p an y in a 5 0 p er cen t tax b racket has to 
earn $2 millio n p lu s in terest to rep ay a 
$1 millio n lo an . Bu t the in stallmen ts it 
p ay s to an ESOP co me fro m p retax 
do llars, an d thu s it n eeds to raise o n ly 
$1 millio n p lu s in terest to rep ay the 
lo an .

Start Where The Child Is

NEW YORK — The establishment of 
TV Family Viewing Hours, before 9 
p.m. (no violence or dirty words or 
nudity), was a cute gesture to palliate 
the parental pressure groups of 
America . . . but has it succeeded in 
protecting our children? 
Hardly, it seems. The kiddies are 
simply staying up later now, to catch 
their favorite shows. 
Take tonight, or any Monday night. 
After youngsters might have been 
assumed to be safely in bed, there still 
will be ll million children, from age 2 
to ll, watching the programs from 9 to 
9:30. In the half-hour between 9:30 and 
IO, there will be 6.8 million fans under 
12 still looking. From 10:30 to ll, the 
number of children will dwindle to 5.6 
million I even schoolkids get saturated 
and sleepy sometime). 
So what else is new? Family Hours 
or no Family Hours, the American 
child will succeed in watching pretty 
much what he wants to watch— to the 
extent that, by the time the average 
youngster finishes high school, he’ll 
have 
spent 
10,000 
hours 
in 
the 
classroom, and 14,000 hours before his 
TV. 
Should we read these statistics and 
weep? 
Not necessarily. Current thinking 
among some enlightened educators is 
that we should begin taking an active, 
positive attitude toward television: 
rather than haranguing the young to 
turn off their sets, how about using TV 
as a 
bridge to the classics, the 
humanities, and the values of life? 
The educator John Dewey urged, 
“Start where the child is,” in providing 
knowledge. If a child is constantly in 
front of the TV set, then, that’s the 
place to start. 
Teaching and parenting should not 
be passive viewing experiences. They 
must be active. Thus, if parents begin 
watching TV with their children — 
asking 
questions, 
requiring 
the 
youngsters to participate and respond 
— television might become what it 
holds the promise of being: a con­ 
structive, instructive medium. Even 
cops and robbers can be a lesson in 
values, rather than violence. Situation 
comedies can provide an insight into 
human relations. MASH can lead into 
an appreciation of Moliere! 
Most parents can’t accomplish TV- 
teaching alone. A manual titled 
“ Teachers Guides To Television’’ 
(P.O. Box 564, Lenox Hill Station, N.Y. 
N .Y., 10021), therefore, provides 
guidelines. It lists upcoming programs 
suitable for the purpose of watching in 
conjunction with discussions — with 
synopses of the shows, and suggested 
questions and philosophical discourses 
which could make the program 
relevant to children of various ages. 
“It takes a little work on the part of a 
parent or teacher, to be sure; but what 
is there about raising and educating a 
child that doesn’t?” 
says Edward 
Stanley, president of Teachers Guides. 
The idea is that if we “start where 


the child is,” we can use TV to lead a 
child from canned laughter and 
vicarious violence to a deeper un­ 
derstanding of him self and 
his 
potential. Examples: 
If a student loves MASH (Friday, 
8:30-9) and studies the personalities of 
the broadly farcical cast of characters, 
he can compare the satire with the 
Dickensian 
grotesques 
such 
as 
“Scrooge” 
(NBC, 
Dec. 
22, 
8-10). 
Archie Bunker in “All in the Fam ily” 
(Mondays, 9-9:30) can not only be a 
lesson in the meaning of frustration, 
but the stereotype characters can help 
children relate to Synge’s “Playboy of 
the Western World” (PSB, Dec. ll, 9- 
11), 
whose 
characters 
are 
as 
opinionated as Archie. 
Can “Phyllis” (Mondays, 8:30-9) 
help us understand Ibsen’s “Hedda 
Gabler (PBS, Nov. 20, 9-11)? Or are 
Maude, Rhoda or Mary Tyler Moore 
more similar. And where does Nora, 
who slammed the door of Ibsen’s “The 
Doll’s House,” fit in? Oh, yes — and 
how about “Kate McShane” (Wed­ 


nesdays, 10-11)? How does she com­ 
pare with Portia? Well, you’ll have to 
read Shakespeare to find out. 
The 
“ Teachers 
Guides’’ 
are 
crammed with provocative analogies 
between popular TV programs and the 
classics of literature and drama, as 
well as history. Can one compare the 
moral dilemmas of a leader like 
Marlowe’s “Edward II” (PBS) with 
the underworld gangsters in “The 
Godfather” (NBC)? You bet. It’s as 
easy as relating the idiosyncrasies of 
“The Six Million Dollar Man” with 
those of “Macbeth.” All you need is an 
educator to tell you how. 
The idea of urging children to use TV 
as an exploration into deeper insight, 
rather than as a flickering fling into 
escapism, is new and holds great 
potential. It may be our last hope, at 
any rate. The children apparently will 
manage to watch TV, whether the 
parents like it or not, so the motto may 
as well be: “If you can’t fight ’em, join 
’em in front of the set. And make them 
think about what they’re seeing. . .”

NEW YORK (AP) — A 20-year-old 
plan for redistributing the nation’s 
wealth has suddenly caught the fancy 
of corporate executives trying to raise 
cash or sell part of their company. 
Ifs called ESOP — Employe Stock 
Ownership Plan. It allows employes to 
acquire free stock in the company they 
work for, while their employers can 
use it to borrow money at greatly 
reduced cost. 
Although 
Louis 
Kelso, 
a 
San 
Francisco lawyer and economic 
theorist, has been advocating ESOPs 
for years, they were given only scant 
notice until Congress recently adjusted 
the tax laws to make them more at­ 
tractive. 
“It has caught on to such a degree 
that the queries have sort of inundated 
this office,” said Wayne Thevenot, 
executive assistant to Sen. Russell B. 
Long, D-La. Long became intrigued 
with ESOPs after meeting Kelso and 
began 
promoting 
them 
with 
legislation. 
The surge of interest has been ac­ 
companied by 
criticism, 
however. 
Some financial experts warn of hidden 
costs and say ESOPs are not ideally 
suited for all companies. 
Here’s how an ESOP works: 
A company forms an ESOP trust, a 
legal set-up under which a person 
takes care of property for others, in 
this case the employes. The company 
gives shares of its stock to the trust, 
which then allocates them among the 
employes according to the amount of 
their wages. 
Contributions to the ESOP are tax­ 


deductible. Under a recent tax law 
amendment, companies can increase 
the amount of tax credit they receive 
for investment expense, if the increase 
goes to the ESOP. 
“Anybody looking for an investment 
tax credit had to find out what it was 
all about,” Thevenot said. 
A variation on the basic model, and 
the purpose 
Kelso envisioned for 
ESOPs, works this way: 
The ESOP trust borrows money 
from a bank and uses it to buy stock in 
the company. The company uses the 
money to expand its operations or cov­ 
er current expenses, and periodically 
pays installment on the amount it 
received to the trust. The trust uses 
those payments to pay back its loan. 
The bank gets interest on the loan, 
the employes get stock without charge, 
and the company gets money to ex­ 
pand. Essentially, the company has 
borrowed money from the bank, but it 
passed through the trust first. 
The difference is this: a company 
repays conventional bank loans from 
after-tax dollars — meaning a com­ 
pany in a 50 per cent tax bracket has to 
earn $2 million plus interest to repay a 
$1 million loan. But the installments it 
pays to an ESOP come from pretax 
dollars, and thus it needs to raise only 
$1 million plus interest to repay the 
loan.

Daylight Time 
Set To End 
On Sunday 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Clocks 
across most of the nation will be set 
back one hour at 2 a.m. Sunday as the 
country ends eight months of Daylight 
Saving Time. 
The change will occur in all states 
and U.S. possessions except Arizona, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Virgin Islands, 
American Samoa and the eastern time 
zone portion of Indiana. Those areas do 
not observe DST. 
The nation will observe regular time 
for six months unless Congress agrees 
to a recommendation by the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation to observe only 
four months of regular time. 
For two years, the nation has been 
on an experimental schedule of eight 
months of daylight time and four 
months of regular time. However, the 
legislation setting up that experiment 
has expired 
and 
unless 
Congress 
passes new legislation, the country will 
revert to the six months daylight time- 
six months regular time schedule used 
in previous years. 
DST will start again on Sunday, 
April 26,1976, if Congress does nothing 
to change the schedule. It will start on 
the last Sunday in February if the 
recommendation of the Transportation 
Department is passed. To date, no 
such legislation has been introduced, 
the department said.

I find that my sense of taste seems to 
vary from time to time. I have tried to 
learn the reason for it, but I cannot. Is 
this a common complaint?

The complaint is not a common one, 
but it is occasionally brought to the 
attention of doctors. 
Interesting scientific work is being 
done in an effort to understand the 
subtleties of taste. 
Dr. Herman Diament, of Sweden, 
has been doing many interesting ex­ 
periments on taste, in animals and in 
humans. He has found that the taste 
buds work in an interesting way. When 
taste buds pick up a flavor, they send 
tiny electrical impulses to the brain. 
Here, in a memory center, flavors and 
tastes are remembered and later 
recognized again. It is believed that 
the stronger the flavor, the more 
sensitive is the taste sensation. 
It is said that taste buds may be 
altered by drugs, alcohol and tobacco.

DAYTON, Ohio (A P) — Even the 
church has dropouts. 
“ It’s just not challenging,” explains 
Gregg Gibson, assistant minister of 
the First Presybterian Church in 
Franklin, Ohio. 
Gibson, who is studying law at the 
University of Dayton, plans a career in 
law or politics when he leaves the 
pulpit. 


“ I just can’t see myself writing 
sermons, visiting the 
sick 
and 
organizing church suppers for the rest 
of my life,” Gibson said. 
Gibson’s thoughts are close to Alan 
Greene, who abandoned plans to be a 
rabbi in order to become a youth 
counsellor. 


“ I feel a rabbi is for the most part 
just a religious functionary,” Green 
said. “ The rabbi is set in a role. He’s 
placed in a position sort of above the 
people. My personality wouldn’t let me 
do that.” 
Both Gibson and Greene say they 
have retained their religious faith. But 
neither feel they can accomplish what 
they want to do in the formal-ministry. 
Many in Ohio, like Gibson and 
Greene, contend the ministry is like 
sitting on an exercise bike and going 
nowhere. 


Gibson, 28, and Greene, 24, were 
both college activists. They said they 
wanted to continue to work toward 
social and political reform through the 
ministry. Both were disappointed. 
“ I really saw the church as an agent 
of social change, much more so than 
the law,” Gibson said. “ I ’m basically 
an activist type of person, a doer, and 
as a minister I find there’s very little 
that I can really do. 
“ I would like some credentials that 
will allow me to do some more con­ 
crete things with my life,” he said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Issue 4, 
the 
governor’s 
housing 
support 
program, goes before voters on Nov. 4 
as the least controversial of his four- 
part economic recovery package. 
The 
issue 
is 
a 
constitutional 
amendment which would give the state 
authority to assist municipalities and 
housing developers to build 
or 
renovate housing and health care 
facilities. 
The program would be funded by 
revenue bonds which would be repaid 
through housing sales and mortgage 
payments. If enough money is not 
raised through those sources, the state 
would not be bound to use other state 
revenues, though it could at the 
General Assembly’s discretion. 
The issue involves no tax increase. 
Most of the opponents of the other 
three parts ot me economic recovery 
package either support or take no 
position on the housing amendment. 
In large part, the amendment 
merely clarifies the authority of the 
existing Ohio Housing Development 
Board. 
That board was given the legislative 
authority to issue up to $1 billion in 
revenue bonds for housing. But the 
“board has issued no bonds, mainly 
because there is a legal question 
whether the General Assembly could 
legally grant that much power. 
Issue 4 would legitimize the board’s 
authority. 
Supporters say the issue is needed 
because ‘‘the Ohio housing industry is 
in its worst slump since the Great 
Depression.” 
Housing starts have dropped 51.2 per 
cent in the last four years, supporters 
say, and unemployment in the industry 
is above 50 per cent in some areas.

The September figures mean con­ 
sumer prices are increasing at an 
annual rate of 6 per cent, which is 
below the 8 per cent annual inflation 
rate forecast by the government. For 
the first nine months of 1975 consumer 
prices have increased 5.1 per cent, and 
for the 12-month period ending in 
September they increased 7.8 per cent. 
The Labor Department said its 
consumer price index in September 
stood at 163.6 of the 1967 average of IOO, 
meaning it cost $163.60 last month to 
buy the same goods that cost $100 in 
1967. 
The September price report showed 
that the rate of inflation, while still 
high, is continuing to decline from the 
double-digit levels of a year ago. 
Consumer prices had increased two- 
tenths of I per cent in August, which 
was considered unusually low. 
The Labor Department said prices of 
goods other than foods increased 
three-tenths of I per cent in Sep­ 
tember, in part because prices of 1975 
model cars did not decline as much as 
new car prices usually do at the close 
of the model year.

The House overwhelmingly passed 
aLd sent to the Senate on Tuesday a bill 
that would make sweeping changes in 
the Hatch Act. That law limiting 
political activity by federal workers 
was

when

bureaucracy began to burgeon during 
President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s 
administration. 
The measure approved by the House 
includes provisions that seek to protect 
federal employes from pressures by 
superiors and others to contribute 
funds or to work in election cam­ 
paigns. 
The Ford administration opposes the 
bill, 
and 
Republicans 
said the 
President may veto it. The House vote 
was 288 to 119, however, more than the 
two-thirds needed to override a 
presidential veto. 
It is widely believed that most 
federal 
civilian 
em ployes 
are 
registered Democrats, but no official 
figures were available. 
The Civil Service Commision also 
opposes the bill, but it has received 
vigorous support from some labor 
groups, particularly government 
workers’ groups. 
The House 
Republican 
Policy 
Committee said the bill would “en­ 
courage the participation of federal 
employes in political machines ... 
(and) subject activities and pay ... to 
the demands of union bosses.” 
But proponents said it would restore 
first-class citizenship to government 
workers. They charged that the Hatch 
Act represented over-reaction to 
political abuses of long ago. 
The House attached an amendment 
that would require employes who run 
for office to take a 90-day leave of 
absence from their jobs. 
The bill, which also applies to em­ 
ployes of the semi-independent Postal 
Service but not to members of the 
Armed Services, prohibits cam ­ 


paigning during working hours, on 
government 
prem ises 
or 
while 
wearing any uniform or badge iden­ 
tifying the person as a government 
employe. 
Employes would be forbidden to use 
official authority or influence to affect 
an election, to coerce anyone to vote or 
not to vote, or to contribute money or 
effort to a campaign. Solicitation of 
funds in government offices would be 
forbidden and employes would not be 
allowed to give campaign con­ 
tributions, 
even 
voluntarily, 
to 
superiors. 
The measure also would create a 
three-member Board on Political 
Activities of Federal Employes, ap­ 
pointed by the president, to hear cases 
of alleged violations.

Attention must be 
paid to that kind of cough. 
Medical treatment plus quitting 
smoking usually can clear up the 
symptoms. If it is untreated, however, 
the disease can mean serious trouble. 
Chronic bronchitis can be and often is 
a forerunner of pulmonary em ­ 
physema. Emphysema is one of the 
fastest growing causes of death in the 
U.S. today. In this severe lung disease, 
the walls of the air sacs rip and tear. 
Stale air gets trapped in the lungs, 
and the lungs become overinflated. 
For the person with emphysema, even 
the effort required to tie a shoelace can 
be exhausting. The flow of blood in the 
lungs is disrupted by the changes 
caused in emphysema. The heart has 
to pump harder and may become 
enlarged. Death due to a damaged 
heart is often an end result of em­ 
physema. There is no cure for em­ 
physem a. However, doctors can 
prescribe some ways to live easier 
with the disease. To stop smoking is of 
vital importance.

F o r Lima 
Supply 
Plant 


WASHINGTON (AF) — Standard Oil 
Co. of Ohio (Sohio) appealed to the 
Federal Power Commission Wed­ 
nesday for an exemption from a sharp 
natural gas curtailment this winter so 
that its wholly-owned subsidiary 
Visitron can continue to produce 
ammonia fertilizer at its lim a, Ohio, 
plant. 


Sohio and Visitron were told by 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, Inc., to brace 
for cutbacks in allocations of more 
than 60 per cent from Nov. I to March 
31. 1976. 


Sohio contends it needs a minimum 
of 50 million cubic feet of natural gas 
daily, while Columbia said it can ex­ 
pect to receive only about 27 million 
cubic feet. 


Each side presented its side at an 
FPC hearing. 


Columbia Gas maintains it cannot 
provide the “ extraordinary relief” 
Sohio is asking because of a statewide 
curtailment plan submitted to the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio. 


That plan is designed to minimize 
the effects of the natural gas shortage 
on residential customers, but calls for 
cutting off all supplies to large in­ 
dustrial boiler fuel loads, 64 per cent of 
supplies to remaining industrial loads 
like Sohio and 40 per cent of supplies to 
large commercial users during the 
winter months. 


Visitron Vice President Donald R. 
Brinkley, who manages the Lima 
plant’s chemical business, conceded 
his firm has located an alternate, 
although uncertain source of natural 
gas. 


Brinkley said Visitron has bought 
intrastate natural gas in Texas that 
could supply up to 40 million cubic feet 
of gas a day during the winter months. 
But the gas would have to be trans­ 
ported in interstate pipelines, a move 
requiring FPC approval. 


Brinkley said if permission to ship 
the gas is granted, the petition for 
relief will be modified or withdrawn. 
The companies said they went out of 


state to obtain additional supplies 
because “ we do not expect that it will 
be possible in the foreseeable future to 
purchase on an intrastate basis in Ohio 
those quantities of gas required to run 
the complex or to replace volumes un­ 
der 
Colum bia’s 
projected 
cur­ 
tailments,” Brinkley said. 
The Lima complex consists of a 
refinery that has been converted to 
alternate fuels, two ammonia plants, 
an industrial chemicals plant and a 
nitrogen plant. The smaller ammonia 
plant has been offered for sale because 
of the natural gas shortage. The 
company said about 62 per cent of the 
376,000 tons of ammonia expected to be 
produced at Lima this year will be 
used for agriculture. 


A-H Corp.

Collins spent his entire career in the 
glass industry. He began work at the 
Phoenix Glass Co. in Monaca, Pa.

before founding Hocking Glass Co. in 
1905. 
As president of that firm, he merged 
with Anchor-Cap Corp. in 1937 and 
became president of what was later 
named the Anchor-Hocking Corp. He 
continued until 1961 as president and 
was named chairman of the board in 
1973. 
Collins, who raised thoroughbred 
horses, was a member of the state’s 
first racing commission in 1933 and 
later served as chairman of the 
commission.

Extraction 
Feasible Soon 


KENT, 
Ohio 
(A P)—Expected 
shortages of natural gas in Ohio can be 
offset by extracting the gas from 
available shale in the state, a federal 
enegery research scientist says. 
Joseph Pasini, research supervisor 
for petroleum and natural gas at the 
Morgantown, W. Va., energy research 
center, told an energy conference at 
Kent State University Wednesday that 
the process may be economically 
feasible within two years. 
He said he is optimistic natural gas 
can be extracted from Devonian shale 
rock from 9,000 existing wells in Ohio. 
The process involves fracturing, or 
pumping foam into a well to force 
remaining deposits to the surface. 
“The federal government has in­ 
vested about $9 million in this research 
and Ohio has contributed about $2 
million, a cooperative venture unheard 
of before,” Pisani said. 
He added that this process can offset 
the IO per cent cut in natural gas 
predicted for Ohio this winter. 
Another speaker at the conference, 
Ned E. 
Williams, from the Ohio 
E n v i r o n m e n t a l 
P r o t e c t i o n 
Administration, said that the EPA 
must find ways to help industries 
financially so that they may keep the 
air and water in the state clean. 
Instead of asking for impossible 
standards, EPA must try to keep the 
the environment clean and yet not 
compound the energy problems, 
Williams said. 
Energy Cuts 
Paying O ff 
For O SU 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Energy 
reduction measures at Ohio State 
University are beginning to pay, the 
university said Wednesday. 
The university began the program in 
1973, with the departments of physical 
facilities and mechanical engineering 
doing a building-by-building survey to 
see how energy could be conserved. 
Edward Q. Moulton, vice president 
for business and administration, said 
in 
four 
of 
six 
buildings 
where 
modifications are in progress the 
savings are ahead of estimates. 
At the biological sciences building, 
modifications cost $37,156, and the 
results indicate that it will take only 
four months, rather than the predicted 
14 months, to return the amount in 
reduced use of gas and electricity, 
Moulton said. 
In the medical professions buildings, 
the payback period estimate has been 
revised from 12 to seven months for a 
return of $30,000, he said. 
McCampbell 
Hall, 
where 
modifications cost $57,200, is expected 
to pay for itself in 16 months instead 18 
months as planned. Similar results 
were listed for the other buildings. 
Moulton said the university plans to 
expand the conservation program to 
include all the major buildings on the 
Columbus campus as well as those at 
regional campuses.

LONDON (AP) — Caroline Kennedy 
escaped injury today in a bomb ex­ 
plosion that killed one of Britain’s 
leading cancer specialists. 
The bomb blew up a car outside the 
house where Miss Kennedy, daughter 
of the late President John F. Kennedy, 
was staying. Her host, Conservative 
politician Hugh Fraser who owned the 
car, said neither she nor he was in­ 
jured. Police said the 8:53 a.m. blast 
killed Prof. Gordon Hamilton Fairley 
as he was taking his poodle for a 
morning walk. 
Seven other persons, including a 
Filipino woman who worked as a cook 
and housemaid for Fraser, suffered 
minor injuries. 
Fraser and the 17-year-old Miss 
Kennedy had been planning to leave 
the house at about the time of the blast 
but a telephone call from a fellow 
member of Parliament kept them in­ 
side, Fraser said. 
“Normally I would have been in the 
car when this happened but I was on 
the telephone,” said Fraser, who in his 
public speeches has taken a tough 
stance against terrorism. The bomb 
had been placed under his car. 
“There is no doubt it was meant for 
me — somebody obviously wants to 
blow me up,” Fraser told newsmen 
nd added: “I’m not surprised. I can 
think of a lot of people who would want 
to blow me up.”

Legislators have been asked to con­ 
sider a bill to outlaw corporate con­ 
tributions for or against state issues. 
Sen. 
Charles

Butts, 
D-23 
Cleveland, introduced the bill at a one- 
day session this week. It could not be 
acted upon in time to affect this year’s 
election. 
The bill would impose strict limits on 
contributions and expenditures by 
campaign committees, corporations 
and public utilities. 
The legislation would impose a 
campaign spending ceiling of 1.5 cents 
times the population of the state for 
both supporters and opponents. 
Under the 1970 census, that would 
amount to $160,000 on a statewide 
issue. By comparison, the committee 
supporting Gov. James A. Rhodes’ 
four issues had spent $1.12 million 
through Oct. 15. 
The proposed law would bar in­ 
dividual expenditures of more than $25 
unless the expenditure was approved 
by the campaign committee 
and 
reported as a contribution and ex­ 
penditure by the committee. The law 
also would stipulate that only one 
committee for and one committee 
against a state issue could operate. 
Contributions by corporations and 
public utilities would be barred. 
Businesses or their officers who 
violate the law would be subject to 
criminal prosecution. 
The bulk of contributions to the 
governor’s committee has been made 
by corporations and utilities. Con­ 
tracting firms alone had contributed 
$400,000 through the Ohio Contractors 
Association.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Several 
mattresses were burned and windows 
broken during a disturbance at the Co­ 
lumbus Women’s Workhouse late 
Tuesday. 
Police said it began when they took a 
woman prisoner into the workhouse on 
a disorderly conduct charge. They said 
arresting officers had her arms behind 
her back but she began yelling she was 
being choked. 
Several inmates began throwing 
objects at the officers while others 
stacked blankets, m attresses and 
bedding and set them ablaze.

The bombing occurred in Campden 
Hill Square, a treelined area of elegant 
old town houses in the fashionable 
West Kensington residential district. 
Police said one theory was that the 
bombing was in revenge for the life 
sentences given three Irishmen and an 
18-year-old English girl on Wednesday 
morning at the Old Bailey Criminal 
Court for the killing of seven persons in 
the bombing of three pubs last Oc­ 
tober. 
It was not clear, however, why 
Fraser would be a target for such 
retaliation. Home Secretary Roy 
Jenkins, whose ministry is responsible 
for the police and the maintenance of 
law and order, would be a more likely 
target, but he lives in Ladbrooke 
Square, several blocks from Campden 
Hill Square. 
Fraser is the estranged husband of 
Lady Antonia Fraser, the best-selling 
biographer of Oliver Cromwell and 
Mary Queen of Scots. Lady Antonia, 
the daughter of antipornography 
crusader Lord Longford, has been 
named corespondent in a divorce suit 
brought against playwright Harold 
Pinter by his actress wife, Vivien 
Merchant. 
James Graham, a workman who 
was unloading scaffolding about 200 
yards away, said “I had my back to it, 
and suddenly I heard this terrific bang. 
A 10-inch piece of jagged metal from 
the car just missed me. Bits flew all 
over the street.” 
Chunks of metal from the car were 
scattered for hundreds of yards 
around. 
The Anglican bishop of Kensington, 
the Rt. Rev. Ronald Goodchild, said he 
walked past Fraser’s a few minutes 
before the bomb went off. 
“I was at my door after collecting 
my morning paper,” he said. “There 
was a very large explosion, and I saw a 
great pall of smoke.”

Cincinnati Reds World Champions 


BOSTON (AP) — For several years, 
the Cincinnati Reds have been thinking 
like world champions...and almost 
playing that way. Now they’ve finally 
got the hardware to prove their su­ 
premacy. 
After 
a 
fistful 
of 
agonizing 
frustrations, the Reds took care of that 
matter Wednesday night by beating 
the Boston Red Sox 4-3 in the finale of 
the exquisite 1975 World Series. 
“ We went to the Series in 1972 and 
thought we were the best team and 
were beaten by the Oakland A’s and 
then we lost in the playoffs to the New 
York Mets in 1973 and thought we were 
the best then,” said Joe Morgan, who 
got the gamewinning hit with two outs 
in the ninth inning Wednesday night. 
“ Until we prove it on the field, we’re

BOSTON (A P)—Call it confidence or 
cockiness. The Cincinnati Reds had it 
to the end. 
“ We’ve always believed in ourselves 
until there’s no tomorrow,” said pint­ 
sized Joe Morgan, who shook off a 
World Series slump to propel the Reds 
to baseball’s pinnacle Wednesday 
night. 
“ We felt in our hearts that we were 
going to put the best nine guys in 
baseball on that field. Ifs like a poker 
game. We felt we were due,” said 
Morgan, whose two-out liner off Boston 
reliever Jim Burton produced the Reds 
4-3 victory and their third world 
championship in the club’s 107-year 
history. 
“ The guy made a great pitch. It was 
something low and outside. To be 
honest, I probably would have struck 
out on a pitch like that two years ago. I 
just stayed with it and flipped it into 
center field,” said the 5-foot-7 dynamo, 
who redeemed himself for past 
frustrations, including a 3-for-24 
disaster in the 1972 World Series 
against Oakland. 
The Reds, hailed as one of baseball’s 


BOSTON (AP) — There were no 
tears, no temperamental outbursts. 
The Boston Red Sox bowed out of the 
1975 World Series quietly but with 
heads high, moving through the 
crowded 
clubhouse 
exchanging 
handshakes for a job well done. 
“ We’re a proud ball club and hate to 
lose, but there’s nothing to be ashamed 
of,” outfielder Dwight Evans said in 
summing up the general feeling 
Wednesday night after the Red Sox’ 4-3 
defeat by the Cincinnati Reds in the 
seventh game of the Series. 
“ We gave it all we had and we got 
beaten—but not by much,” Evans 
said. “ I think everyone agreed that it 
was a heck of a Series, and not many 
people thought we’d be in it last spring. 
But we’re a young club and we’re 
going to be here for years. I’m already 
looking forward to next year.” 
As writers, cameramen and just 
plain visitors swarmed through the 
clubhouse, one gentleman elbowed his 
way through to shake hands with 
Manager Darrell Johnson in his small 
office. 
“ You made all of us proud,” Boston 
Mayor Kevin White told Johnson. “ All 
of you did a grand job.” 
“ It was a great Series and season for 
our fans and the city of Boston,” 
Johnson replied. “ I don’t like losing 
any game and we’re disappointed. But 
we lost to a fine team and we certainly 
didn’t disgrace ourselves.” 
“ We weren’t initimidated by the 
Reds,” said Carlton Fisk, who tied up 
the Series with a 12th-inning home run 
in the sixth game Tuesday night. 
“ They have a great club, but I thought 
our pitchers handled their big hitters 
well. We may have surprised them a 


nothing,” Morgan added. “ Now I can 
go home and say, ’We’re the best.” ’ 
The dramatic victory, won in 
Hollywood style on Morgan’s single, 
not only gave the peppery second 
baseman a flag to wave but did won­ 
ders for Manager Sparky Anderson’s 
psyche. 
Before winning the tense seventh 
game in the hostile atmosphere of 
Boston’s colorful old Fenway Park, 
Anderson had been discredited for not 
winning big games. His failures went 
back to the 1970 World Series, when the 
Big Red Machine was steamrolled by 
the Baltimore Orioles in five games. 
Then, after running away with the 
National league pennant in 1972, the 
Reds and their supposed superiority 
were deflated by the A’s in seven 


games. In 1973, the Reds won the NL’s 
West Division but were taken in the 
playoffs by the upstart Mets. 
“ We always believed we were the 
best team,” said Morgan, “ even if we 
didn’t win the championships.” 
Anderson had an explanation of sorts 
for the Reds’ past failures. “ The true 
test of a great club is what they do over 
a 162-game season,” he said, “ not what 
happens in a short fivegame or seven- 
game series. In a short series, only 
luck prevails.” 
For a change, I^ady Luck had a kiss 
rather than a slap in the face for the 
Reds. 
The notorious Cincinnati machine 
had roared non-stop to the West 
Division flag, winning an amazing 108 
games. The Reds were especially 
wicked at home, winning a record 64 
games. When they won the NL playoffs 
by beating the East Division’s 
champion Pittsburgh Pirates in three 
easy games, it was only natural for 
observers to think “ National League 
superiority” in the World Series. 
The Boston Red Sox, in the cham­ 
pionship round for the first time since 
1967, were truly a Cinderella team. In 
preseason prognostications, the Red 
Sox were not even picked by most to 


played this year,” said Reds Manager 
Sparky Anderson. “ Just outstanding.” 
Anderson, who guided the Reds to 
108 victories during the season—most 
by a National League team since 
1907—called the drama-packed 13-day 
event “the greatest class Series ever 
held.

Boy Born W ithout 
Im m unity Does Well 


CLEVELAND (AP)—Doctors say a 
13-month-old boy who was born 
without immunities is adapting very 
well to home life after a year in the 
hospital— even if he isn’t allowed to 
play with other kids. 


Doctors at University Hospital say 
they may have succeeded for the first 
time in correcting such a congenital 
lack of the immunities through 
transfusions of red blood cells, but they 
don’t want to take chances right now 
by letting the youngster come in 
contact with kids who might be car­ 
riers of fatal diseases. 


Dr. Stephen H.Polmar said Tuesday 
it has been nearly five weeks since the 
child left its antiseptic hospital en­ 
vironment and the constant attention 
of nurses, and the boy is “doing very 
well at home—much better than we 
had any right to expect.” 
Dr. Polmar, an assistant professor 
of pediatrics at Case Western Reserv e 
University, said the child’s identity 
was being kept secret because the 
parents don’t want publicity and the 
doctors don’t want strangers swarm­ 
ing to see the baby. 
“We aren’t even telling what area

they live in,” Polmar said. He did 
narrow it down to a location in Ohio 150 
miles from the hospital. 
The doctor conceded that there had

University’s Rainbow Babies’ and 
Children’s Hospital might have caused 
problems. 


“When you have a child whose only 
contact with other human beings is 
people he sees behind gloves, masks, 
caps and gowns—all he sees is eyes 
and never really gets close to other 
people—you have concern because 
that’s not normal.” 
But he said no psychological ab­ 
normality has veen detected ad the 
child’s “growth and development are 
entirely normal. 
“He started talking at 12H months 
and has the appropriate number of 
words for a child of 13 months.” 
Polmar noted that the child did get a 
lot of attention from the nurses, and his 
mother was with him living at the 
hospital about two weeks out of every 
month. 
At home, the child, now weighing 20 
pounds, is allowed the run of four 
rooms, and Polmar said he “goes out 
and plays in the park on nice days.” 
“We try to keep him away from 
other kids,” the doctor said. “The 
biggest risk for kids like this is 
measles and chicken pox. These can be 
fatal infections. We don’t want him 
near children who might be carriers.

James Foreman, an automobile 
dealer who was spokesman for the 
group, said Springfield citizens are 
concerned at the lack of a national 
policy on all forms of energy and not 
simply about a natural gas shortage 
that will hit Ohio especially hard this 
winter. 
“ We’re really concerned that our 
elected representatives are not getting 
together on this,” he said. 
Rockefeller said that it is no longer 
just the American people who look to 
Washington for some kind of energy 
policy. 
“ I think the world is beginning to 
look with some concern at the United 
States and wonder if we can discipline 
ourselves,” he said. 
The Springfield group had hoped to 
meet with the President, but he has 
missed many of his appointments 
because of a cold. 
Rep. Clarence Brown, R-Ohio, ac­ 
companied the five representatives to 
their brief meeting with Rockefeller.
